“I regard the organisation of 
this group.“ Representative Por- 
ter sald, “as a decided step back 
ward in our endeavor to suppress 
the opium traffic and by reason of 
the agreement, the world is far- 
ther from the goal than in 1912, 
when the nations agreed tha’ the 
use of prepared opium should be 
permitted only temporarily and de- 
cided upon progressive measures 
for tte suppression.”’ 

Representative Porter was sharp- 
ly opposed, at least as regards the 
rocedure he intends to emp)l>y,. 
„ Holland; Great Britain. Japan. 
France, Portugal and India, only 
Brazi!], Uruguay and China coming 
to his support at today’s session. 
Nevertheless, he is confident that 
a way will be found to permit the 
American viewpoint to be aired in 
the conference.

“By present importation is un- 
derstood the importation during the 
twelve months immediately preced- 
ing the date the contracting party 
ratifies this convention.” 


ATTACKS PROPOSAL 

After Mr. Porter had presented 
his proposals Sir Malcolm Delivigne 
of Great Britain complained that 
the United States without not- 
cation to other powers had made 
suggestions “surrounded by a cloud 
prejudice and misrepresenta- 
tion.“ 

The British delegate charged his 
government had been the pertic- 
ular target of these “prejudices,” 
but had acted in good faith and 
furnished the conference all the 
possible statistics it could. 

Delegate Van Wetlum in ask- 
ing that Chapter 2 of the Amer- 
ican proposal be referred to an 
appropriate committee declared 
that this portion of the United 
States proposition was beyond the 
scope the conference and 
would be in the nature of passing 
judgment on the members of the 
first oplum conference. He declared 
that “the situation would be intol- 
erable” and ended with a refer- 
ence to “lofty idealists who are 
always throwing stones at people 
no less honorable than em- 
selves.”

TRAP MURDER SUSPECTS 


Officers Capture Pair Believed to Be Implicated in 
Weinstein Death A fler Canyon Chase 


‘Trapped against a cliff wall in a ravine in Topanga Canyon after 
more than an bour’s chase in the brush, in which more than a dozen 
shots were fired, Bennie Harris and Meyer Weisenberger, members of 
u gang suspected of the shooting of Officer Atchley and the slaying of 
Benjamin Weinstein, were captured yesterday by Detective Lieutenants 
Katzenberger and Shannon, assisted by Officers Brown and Hamner of 
Sawtelle police Arrest of the two suspects, Assistant Captain of Detec- 
tives Cato declared, completed the round-up of the gang of asserted 
Chicago gunmen which has been connected with numerous burglaries 
and robberies as well as the shooting of the officer and the slaying of 


Weinstein. 

Learning that the two men were 
living in a tent in Topanga Can- 
yon, Detectives Katzenberger and 
Shannon located their hiding-place 
and ordered them to surrender. 
The pair fed to the brush. For 
more than an hour the afficers 
chased the fugitives, fring at them 
repeatedly. 

Finally the suspects were driven 
into a small canyon and against a 
‘cliff wall. The detectives shouted 
to them to surrender, but at first 
they refused. Two more shots 


were fired at the men, who were 
observed crouching behind a smal! 
bush near the cliff wall, and in a 
few minutes the pair advanced 
with their hands elevated. 

When placed under arrest the 
suspects were found to be unarmed. 


The detectives believe they threw 
away their guns when capture ap- 
peared imminent. 7

NEW REGIME IN 


Army, Navy, Police Turn on 
Present Government 


Move ‘Fellows Remevel of 
Military Police Chief 


Washington Much Surprised 
by News of Junta 


SANTIAGO (Chile) Dec. 132. 
The military committee  repre- 
senting the army, navy, police and 
carabineros today decided to de- 
clare that the présent government 
had lost the confidence of its mil- 
itary forces. The organization of 
a new government by the commit- 
tee is forecast for this evening. 
No resistance is expected from the 
present governmental junta, it was 


The decision of the committee 
followed the removal of Col. Ewing 
yesterday from his position as com- 
mander of the carabineros, or mil- 
itary police, and the refusal of the 
government to recon$ider its ac- 
tion. The government in relieving 
Col. Ewirg of his command, ap- 
pointed Gen. Mariano Navarrete, 
chief of the general staff of the 
army, to succeed him. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 12.—Re- 
ports indicating what may be a 
radical change in the administra- 
tion of Chile were received with 
marked surprise today by officials 
of the State D-partment. They 
were not inclined, however, to ac- 
cept the news as meaning that the 
impending change would result in 
a more radical extraconstitutional 
regime, rather than a return to the 
constitutional form of government 
which prevailed in Chile prior to 
the resignation of President Ales- 
sandri and the advent to power of 
the military junta. 

Ambassador Collier, upon his re- 
turn to this country recently. ex- 
plained the Chilean situation in 
detajl to State Department officials, 
who are of the opin that there 
is nothing of a revolutionary char- 
acter in the present military re- 
gime. The weakness of former 
Chilean governments appeared to 
be Cabinet instability. Army offic- 
ers, who had been long without pay, 
took a hand in affairs and set up 
a committee of three to exercise 
executive power. 

Their protest was entirely 
against the economic position in 
which they found themselves due 
to post-war conditions. Naval of- 
ficers later joined in the move- 
ment, but no reports reaching 
Washington have “nentioned the 
participation of police.

Of 
the 41,614,000 persons engaged in 
gainful occupations throughout the 
country, industrial organizations 
employ 18,673,000 men and wom- 
en. The survey points out that 
the country a century ago was 
predomininantly agricultural, but 
today has industry as its great em- 


ploying force. 

Expenditures of 335,600,000. 
000 are made by industry each 
year for equipment, materials, 
supplies and power. Pudlie util!- 
ties companies spend $4,000,000,000 
anuually, the process industries 
$12.700,000,000; commercial in- 
dustries $5,900,000,000 and miscel- 
laneous industries $3,700.000,000.

BUYING POWER FIXED 
Superintendents or works man- 


jagers are shown in the survey to 


be the Industrial executives who 
initiate most equipment and other 
pliant purchases and give buying 
decisions. General managers of 
plants come next, though they are 
shown to play less part in making 
purchase decisions than they are in 
initiating purchases. Chief or con- 
sulting engineers are shown to be 
third in the list of executives int. 
tiating a and deciding on 
types of equipment to be bought. 
In the matter of purchase deci- 
sions, however, they are shown tn 
exercise the deciding influence 
more often than general managers 
of planta. 

Presidents of companies come 
after the engineering department 
officials. Master mechantes and 
chief electricians come next in the 
list and after them the purchasing 
agents. They are found to exer. 
cises less purchasing initiative than 
master mechanics or chief electri. 
cians, but to exercise more decid- 
ing authority. Vice-presidents, 
treasurers and other officers and 
members of boards of directors 
exercise least executive power in 
the work of deciding when new 
equipment is needed ſh plants and 
what ecuinment shall be bought.
